Britain 
jand the Irish Free State must, 
necessarily, be modified in View 
lof the telegram published in 
another column reporting the 
introduction into the Dail of 
three bills calculated to widen 
the ‘schism between the two 
jeountries. Mr. de Valera is 
Proceeding to secure a divorce 
mensa ct thoro from the British 
Empire, and to establish that 
republic to which Mr. Cordell 
Hull so tactfully referred when 
coming to the World Economic 
Conference, He brought greet 
ings from the United States, he 
is reported to have said, to’ the 
youngest republic. ‘The Bills 
serve to round out the task 
which Mr. Valora set himself, 
following his return to power as 
the result of the last’ general 
‘election, of completely  separat- 
ing from the Empire, and 
abolishing those very attentuat- 
ed ties which stitl bind the Free 
State to it. The first step, it 
Will be remembered, coincidental 

ith the refusal any longer to 
Pay the Land Annuities, was to 
abolish the oath of allegiance, 
and to secure the right to 
nominate the Governor General 
which was eventually done on 
the ‘retirement of the then 
incumbent of that office. ‘The 
Dresent proposed measures are 
designed to remove all contact 
with the Crown.

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inthe circumstances seems the 
best method of rescuing China 
from the stagnation of its 
economic feudalities. And there 
Mr. Chen is thinking along 
correct lines. It is only by a 
well balanced programme | of 
economic reform, slow though it 
may be, slower than it is anti- 
fated it will be, that the most 
effective and lasting reforms can 
be made in the industrial life of 
the people. The hasty develop- 
ment of one branch of economic 
activity at the expense of the 
others may defeat itself. ‘The 
improvement of means of supply 
without a concurrent develop- 
ment of methods of distribution 
I the increase of dem:

4 Bleriot monoplane, Maurice Rossi 
and Paul Codos have completed a 
Ron-stop flight from New York to 
Rayack, near Damascus in French 
Syria, breaking the record recently 


established by Squadron-Leader 
Gayford and Flight-Lieutenant 
Nicholette. The exact distance 


covered has not yet been ascertain 
‘ed but it easily exceeds the British 
ecord which was 5,340 milles from 
Cranwell to South Africa, and 
Possibly adds some hundred’ miles 
to this figure. ‘The airmen flew 
5,911 miles but this includes some 
deviation and only the straight line 
distance counts in estimating. the 
record. This is a” magnificent 
achievement and illustrates forcibly 
the tremendous range of modern 
Aeroplanes which are able to span 
& quarter of the world’s circum: 
ference in one flight and. bring 
distant countries within cruising 
range of the western capitals 
Hearty ‘congratulations wil be 
extended to the two French airmen 
‘Who seem to have performed. this 
miracle of flight with the coolness 
and attitude of normal. routine ‘as 
if it were a hop from Paris to 
London.

YELLOW RIVER BREAKS 
THROUGH DYKES 


Flood Isolates Cities and Does 
Much Damage 


Kaifeng, Aug. 12, 

The flood in northern  Honan,| 
resulting from the phenomenal rise 
fof the “Yellow River, is spreading| 
Jand threatening to engulf large 
areas. 

Over ten breaches have occurred 
between Chengchow and. Heikang- 
kow. The alarm was first raised 
at midnight on Wednesday when| 
the river at Chengchow suddenly} 
rose eight feet to the level of 
the iron bridge of the Pe- 
king-Hankow Railway. The rail- 
way area on the southern bank  of| 
the river became flooded and  the| 
telegraph wires were completely 
inundated, In order to allow. the 

waters. to flow eastwar 
freely, the villagers have removed 
2 portion of the roadbed. Both the| 
Chengehow and Nanyang stations 
Jare under eight feet of water. 

The district of Chihsien is isolat- 
ed from the out-side world by a 
vast expanse of water as a result 
lof the collapse of the dykes. ‘The 
city gates are entirely closed 
inhabitants await succour, 
Chishui, in the vicinity, the whole 
district ‘is flooded; several thousand 
Reople are rendered homeless.—Kuo 















Shantung Affected 
Tsinan, Aug. 13. 

The Mood along the Yellow River 
in northern Honan and southern’ 
Chihli has spread to Shantung. A 
large area in the eastern part of 
Shantung province is now involved.
